„ It » difficult to jet men to do jury duty « San .Francisco. A 
|ffe n«nber of responsible citizens—the best material for jurors in 
Itt eoraawnity—-have suddenly found it convenient to be temporarily 
ilK of town, and a great many more plead press of important busi- 
ie*s, illness and other reasons for being excused. Others go up and 
Mate that they are biased and; have expressed unqualified opinions re- 
ju&ng the guih or icnocence of the-accused. This is not to be 
liMidered at. Every effort possible lias been made to get public 
ajmtioa biased to such an extent that impaneling an impartial jury 
if next to impossible. 


The attempt to smirch the dissenting jurors in the Glass case 


to a potent reason why respectable citizens are trying to avoid jury 
forty. The five men who voted for acquittal have been abused and 
threatened with criminal prosecution. While the threat is an empty 
Bee, it is extremely disagreeable, and. is having its natural effect. 


The average man shrinks from defamation in the public press, 


particularly from imputations on their integrity and to dragging their 
womenkind into unpleasant notoriety, as was done in the case of 
Jacob Werthrieimer. If they cannot render a verdict in accordance 
irith their honest convictions without being abused and traduced, 
Ifcey are determined not to serve as jurors at all. Jury duty for busi- 
ness men is not only tedious and disagreeable, but it entails loss of 
fine and money and neglect of business affairs of importance. 
* 
Moreover, business men are extremely sensitive on the score of 


personal integrity and a kind of notoriety calculated1 to injure them 
financially and detract from their standing in the community. Hence 
f&ey resort to all manner of expedients to escape the ordeal of jury 
duty, which entails a harassing examination in the jury box and 
unbridled denunciation in case their verdict fails to accord with the 
desires and designs of a coterie of self-constituted guardians of the 
morals, conduct and convictions of the community. 
C 
The consequences are disastrous to the jury system. The admin- 


istration of justice is hampered and delayed, and and fair trials made 
Impossible. The entire public is thrown into an exasperated1, uneasy 
State of mind that reacts on judicial tribunals and the procedure 
necessary to vindicate the law afid punish crime. By making justice 
hateful, the ground is prepared for defeating and bringing it into 
popular contempt. Its agencies cannot be employed to persecute and 
oppress without exciting resentment and an opposition to the legal 
(processes by which alone stable government and a wholesome social 
Organization can be preserved. 


In other words, the ministers of the law must clearly keep 


iWithin the line which divides justice from injustice, decency from 
indecency, if the ends of justice are to be served and respect for 
judicial process maintained. If no regard is to be had for the rights 
rod feelings of jurors and no independence permitted in the jury 
room, the jury system will become obnoxious and a farcical futility 
is a part of the machinery of justice.

Light on the Columbia Disaster. 


The calaniity which overtook the steamship Columbia off the 


Mendocino coast on a recent foggy night 
is being thoroughly 


threshed out in .the official investigation which is being made by 
United States Supervising Inspector John BermSngham 
and the 


responsibility for it is being gradually fixed. The big mortality 
which accompanied, the disaster makes it the most deplorable that 
has happened at sea off the Pacific Coast since the foundering of the 
Pacific Xoast Steamship Company's steamer Pacific off the Wash- 
ington cbast through collision in the dead of night with a lumber 
schooner. 


The testimony adduced thus far has brought out "pretty 


clearly that three things contributed to the disaster. First: Both 
vessels were hugging the coast too closely, taking the bearings of 
their respective courses so as !:o clear the headilands, and, there- 
fore, following the same path in opposite direction* 
Secondly: 


Both vessels were violating the regulation* regarding speed' during 
the prevalence of foggy weather. Thirdly: There was 
• either a 


misunderstanding of signals or an official neglect to be governed 
by them. 


Hugging too closely to the coast has been the bane of steam- 


ship navigation off the western coast since commerce has'been estab- 
lished upon it. It has been the cause of more disasters to steam 
vessels than any other. But the masters of such vessels are not 
wholly to blame for the practice. Indeed, the jnawagenrent of the 
steamship companies are more to blame for it than the shipmasters. 
The latter are put under two inelastic restrictions which force 
them to take the risk. A time limit is placed on the voyage and a 
limitation is placed on the fuel consumption; No coasting steam- 
ship roaster's berth is secure if he exceeds either. To keep within 
the time limit and reduce the coal consumption he avoids the 
rougher water of the open sea and hugs the coast Where the water 
is smoother and advantage may be taken of the currents, with the 
full knowledge that, in doing so, he is in the thick" of the steam 
coasting fleet.

4>affeting- at the hands, shoulders and head of "Battling" Nelson, 
James Edivard Britt, pride of California, came out of his fight with 
the Dane at Auditorium Rink in San Francisco last night as chipper, 
clear-headed and unscarred as a society debutante emerging from 
feer triumph after the .:otillion. 


Those who wish to rave about that fight may do so. Let them 


call it the greatest contest of the century, a battle of master crafts- 
men, a whirlwind contest—anything, everything they like, but the 
writer did not see it that way last night, and in the cooler judgment 


<,of today cannot agree with the gentlemen of hyperbole tendency— 
the sixteen to one writers, the circus poster paragraphers, the sort 
cf stars and stripes scribes. 


No, not twice in seven thousand years can I see where it was 


the fight of the century, the contest of gladiators, the joust of a 
modern Richard and Saladin. 


It looked to me like not one of these things. It was too much 


one-sided for that. 


BULL AND TOREADOR. 


Reader, if you wish to get Just the ae- 


enrate Mea. of that battle, tf yon didn't 
»*« It, con lure up to yourself a bull fight 
with Nelson as the bull and Erltt, as the 
tormenting, ceaseless, scientific, csicula- 
tiaff, se>tanlc, sardonic Toreador.

Spider Kelly, and when his 
back was turned to Kelly he was facing 
the TRIBUNE press box where Joe Gans, 
champion of the world, was sitting and 
giving Britt the advantage of his knowl- 
edge of Nelson's fighting tactics. 


"Break the same as he does, Jimmyt" 
"That straight left, Jimmy.'" 
"That's the baby!" 
"Hand it to him again!" 
"Stay away, Britt!" 
"You've got htm now!" 
These and kindred encouragements were 
hurled at the alabaster Brltt by the ma- 
hogany QanB, and Britt paid heed to 
them, showing his respects for the fight- 
ing ability and instincts of the great ne- 
gro pugilist. 


THE SPIDER'S WEB. 


The man next to Brltt, who deserves 


Jredit for the victory, is Spider Kelly. JHe 
watched Brltt with the care and seal of 
a mother coaching her first-born to walk. 
JLike Napoleon sending his eagles to the 
charge, Kelly directed Britt. 
First he would command a flank move- 


men, then a retreat, then an advance— 
but always he had his eye on the main 
chance. He showed plainly that he is ae 
a handler of flghtgrs the greatest man In 
the world today, and probably the great- 
est handler of fighters that the world has 
ever produced. He made Nelson walk Into 
the web of defeat that he had carefully 
wove for him. 


Brltt showed his gratefulnees to Kelly 


l«y acknowledging after the battle that he 
owad much of his success to the admir- 
able coaching of th» "Spider." 


NELSON AGGRESSIVE'. 


Nelson was the aggressor in nearly 


every round, but he u^ed no more judg- 
ment in his method than does a dashund 
in chasing a sausage wagon. He aatled 
in, and in only to be battered and buffet- 
ed by a ceaseless rain of lefts and rights. 


Nelson wan a strong favorite In the 
ring side betting, and 10 to S were offered 
on his chances of victory. But as the mill 
progressed those who chose the "Pride of 
Hegewlsh" wondered If they were in 
right. 


The first surprise of the Anight came 


when Brltt staggered Nelson''In the open- 
Ing round with a whip-like right to tlie 
Jaw. 
The, fortune* of war were not altogether 
on the side of Brltt in the early rounds, 
but nfter the tenth Brltt established sui-h 
a lead that a constant cry of "Brltt, 
Britt, Brltt," came from all sidee of the 
house. 
In the second round Britt kept flog- 


ging away with his left. 
Nelson stop- 


ped some, but by varying with a right 
cross, Britt found numerous openings for 
the best punch in his repertoire. 
In the third round the Dane went after 
Brltt with all his force, and tried, and 
succeeded to some extent, to land those 
short arm blows for which he was fam- 
ous.Brltt, however, built up fortifications 
with his forearm* that kept the Dane's 
punches glancing off, or at most landing 
solidly on his elbows, gloves or forearm.-. 


Nelson, who shines at pelting and rip- 


ping his oponents with short Jolts when 
the men are locked was almost helpless 
under Brltt's protective system. Jimmy 
successfully stopped every Invasion. 


NELSON'S ROUNDS. 


The fourth to seventh round* favored 


Nelson slightly, and he had Brltt blood 
bespattered, but Jimmy kept cool under 
fire, and saved himself from any eerl- 
ous bother. At the end of the seventh 
Brltt showed signs of fatigue. He wae 
breathing heavily, but the careful nursing 
of Spider KeJly sent the great little Na- 
tive Son back to the center of the ring 
fresh as a Illy. 
After that time Britt was never really 


in trouble. In the eight round, he turn- 
ed as he was going back to his corner, 
and for the first time In the fight showed 
a gleam of confidence. 
After that he pelted, and belted, and 


maced and gruelled, and punished Nel- 
son almost at will. 
In the ninth round while backing away. 


Britt shot over a choppy right, which 
rocked the Dane from atern to beam, and 
In the succeeding round he shuddered and 
floundered about the squared circle like 
a rudderless ship. 


NELSON FLOUNDERING. 


In the twelfth again. Nelson sagged a 


bit at the knee* from eome stinging rigUt 
hand clout* to the Jaw. 
In the next five round* Britt kept caop-_ 


ping away at the Dane and everyone tn 
the -house wa* convinced that he could 
not lose. If ha could *tlck the limit, and 
to a man who can eee further than hi* 
noee this seemed/a* evident and easy as 
rolling off a log. 
Brttt did not loee hhj head at hi* ap- 


parent mdrantage. but fought cool and 
careful a* he said he would. Had Brltt 
cared to take chance* he might hare 
knocked'the Dane out. but be figured 
wteely that * decision wa* goed enoiigh 
for him and hto logic was fanltlees a* a 
Worth gown. 
, 
Before Brrtt left hi* corner for tbe last 
.ui SpMer Ketty krvtngry patted him, 
and warned hta to be careful, and tbe 
goal that he hae

IN BATTLE THAT WAS 
SENSATIONAL 


FROM THE FIRST GONG TO THE LAST 


If In your imagination you can plc- 


} tare two young men in perfect phy- 
sical condition, with not an ounce of 
spare flesh on their white bodies, clad 
In breach cloths and ahoes, their hands 
covered with padded gloves, fighting 
each other with the desperation of a' 
battle for life between .wild beaata of 
the forest, you have a vivid idea of 
what the battle between^Jimmy Brftt 
the sturdy native son and 
Battling 


Nelson the Durable Done was last 
night 


Never did the wild beast fight with 


more tenacity and fierceness than did 
theee two human beings. Brltt with 
the cleverness and slyness of a pan- 
ther and Nelson with the strength and 
endurance of a grizzly bear. 


Brttt with the aid of the brains that 


nature was kind enough to supply him 
with, fought a heavy battle at 
all 


time* and even In the rounds 
that 


things looked bad for him, he made 
good use of his brains. 
Only a few 


times did he forget the instructions 
from his corner and the plan of battle 
that he has been mapping out for this 
contest sines the day that he tasted 
defeat at the hands of the same Bat- 
tling Nelson at Colma. 


Nelson who was blessed with more 
strength and stamina than Britt, but 
with, less quickness of either thought 
or action, was coming at all times and 
bis fight was made along the lines 
that all his previous ones have been 
made, that of continually boring in, 
taking punch after punch and con- 
tenting himself with the landing of an 
occasional punch at long range and 'a 
rapid fire of short arm Jolts at close- 
in fighting. 
In thle way he has been 
able to wear down hla opponent* and 
beat them after they had exhausted 
themselves trying to put him away. 


CARDS AGAINST DANE. 


It was not In the card* for him to 


do thla last night, however, for Brltt 
during hi* long rest has developed a 
new *tyle of defense that baffled the 
Dane whose inability to change his 
style of fighting severely handicapped 
him. 


It will be remembered that It waa 
printed several times in this paper, 
that the outcome of the contest de- 
pended greatly on whether or not Nel- 
•on was still able to assimilate the 
beating he had in other flghta with- 
out showing the effects from It. 
Joe Gans who stood on hla feet 
shouting encouraging words to Britt, 
even though he had bet about alx hun- 
dred dollars that the Dane would win, 
was a great help to> the winner and 
when he shouted several times, "I 
made him easy for you. Jimmy," > he 
was telling the truth, for the Battling 
Nelson that fought Brltt last night 
was not the stune Nelson that fought 
the great light at Colma. 


This is said with no desire of taking 
any - ot the credit of winning away

the decision at this stage of the game. 


For the first two 
minutes Britt's 


careful defense was impregnable. 
To- 
wards the end of the round he found an 
opening and shot in an 'uppercut that 
rocked Nelson badly. 
Then he stepped 


back and shot over a crashing right 
hand smash that nested fairly on Nel- 
son's chin, and all that saved the Battler 
from gfing down and out was that he 
went into a clinch and stayed there un- 
til tbe much welcome gone ended-a 
fruitless pattte for the Dane. 


Jack Welah could do nothing-, but slap 


Brltt on -the back tn token of victory.

that he was a better man last night 
than he was for the Colma fight In 
which he lost. 
It Is the same story that has been 


told of 11 fighters of the Nelson class, 
they can go just so far, when nature 
rebels and they are no longer the hu- 
man battering rams that they hart been 
before they had received the consis- 
tent beatings that they all get. 


BRITT'S ACCOMPLISHMENT. 


Britt accomplished something last 
night that even the mighty Gans could 
not do, that Is beat the battler so bad 
that when the contest was over the 
bell rang none too soon to save the 
game little fellow from going to the 
iloor to be counted out. 


When the bell rang signaling the end 


of th'e twentieth round it was really 
pitiful to see the sturdy little 
fellow 
who\had fought with such gallantry, 
trying to steady himself in, his wob- 
bly legs and vainly striving to land a 
punch that would turn defeat Into vic- 
tory. 
His face was puffed and sore 


and during the last rounds, the pun- 
ches that Britt landed on hie body 
caused much pain and there la not 
one fighter in a thousand that would 
have stood up under the rapid fire 
of punches that he took, 


Brltt'a experience that he received 


both in the Co!ma fight with Nelson 
arid witnsssing the Gans-Nelson fight 
at Goldfield, proved very beneficial 
to him. He adopted a new style of 
blocking in the clinch and a new left 
hook to the body, which he did with 
great execution. 
In the clinches he slightly crossed his 


hands and buried his head between his 
arms in su,ch a manner that the Dane was 
unable to land on the body, and when lie 
shifted tne pvmcheS for the head he could 
hit nothing but Brlct's arms with his short 
arm uppercuts, and when he pulled his 
hand back to awing, Britt would step in 
close with a short right cross which did 
damage every time it landed. 


BRITT'S NEW HOOK. 


The ngw hook t!rvt the native lad has 


adopted, is something nfter the original 
hook he used in his amateur days. When 
Britt Mas an amateur and during his early 
professional fights, he had a moat peculiar 
hook for the body which no one seented 
to be able to avoid. For some reason, 
however, he. changed the manner oT using 
it, presumably in hope of increasing the 
force. 


During the Colma fight Britt tried in1 


vain to land with the left hook, but his 
every attempt was met with a block a»d 
his left arm became so sore from coming 
in contact with Nelson's arms that he 
could hardly punch with it during the end 
of the fight. 


At that time he allowed the arm to get 


away from the body and the hook was a 
sort of half swing, the hook that was so 
effective last night was atralghter from 
tbe body and had a great deal more force. 
The elbow was close to the body and the 
weight of tha body wn.s consequently be- 
hind every punch, its direction was sljx^t- 
ly upward a,s if it was to be an upperout, 
and as the distance to travel was only 
eight Inches, most of tbe time Nelson was 
unable to avoid It. The Affect of the body 
beating was telling In tvery round, 


NELSON A MIXER. 


Nelson ait oil times was anxious to mix 


things with the elusive plumber boy, and 
even in the rounds wherein he received 
the worst beating* he was coming at alt 
times. At the end of some of the rounds 
he went to his corner in a dazed condi- 
tii n, and It was thought by those who 
had' not s^en the Battler in hi* previous 
fights that he was gone. At the sound of 
the' slf^ial for the beginning of each 
round ae rushed acroe* rhe ring, end most 
of the time met Britt tn his own corner. 
Toward the- and of the., fight Spider Kelly 
walked almost -to the center of the ring 
with Brltt1 at the commencing of tbe/ 
rounds and. patting h*<n on thy sboi.k'^r, 
shouted word* of encouragement into1 hi* 


The flfbt opened wtt ft-Nelson walking 
across tFe Tin*; With m confident »w 
the 


immedlately went into close quarters and 
tried for the head and bodv with right 
and left swings. Right from the jump the 
Dane showed a disposition to want to 
light in the clinches, a thing which B) itt, 
following the instructions or Ills seconds, 
refused to do. 


BRITT LANDS FIRST. 
It is a noteworthy iatt that in this 
fight Brltt landed the lirst punch, while 
in the Colma tight the Dane landeJ the 
first punch, which likewise was a left to 
the head. 
. . 
The opening icund showed plainly that 
Brltt, although refusing to mix up in tho 
clinches, was not by any means going to 
make a run-away fight 
He stepped 
around well out ot range, but aid most 
of the leading and at no time refused to 
exchange punches at ions lange. 
The second round was> faster than the 
opening one. Britt mot the Battler In 
tha center of the rinK and began a rapid 
fire of lofts for the head, which seemed 
to bewilder the Dane. Nelson, with his 
old-time aggressiveness, Insisted on fight- 
ing at close quarters, and the men 
slugged as they did at Colma. 
The third lotind be!) had nardlv stopped 
ringing when Nelson, vtho had rushed 
across the ring with hopes of catching 
BritCoff h s guard, was met with a terrific 
left to ths head, which staggered him, 
'i ne expectation of a short fight with vic- 
tory assured showed on every feature of 
Brill's face and he went after the durable 
Dane like a flash. It was then that JOB 
Cans jumped to his feel and shfnited to 
Biitt words of encouragement and cau- 
tion. 
The Britt admirers, who had hoped 
that the native son would not mix things 
with the stronger fighter, became anxious 
ana snouted to him not to mix things 
and stay away 
At the ring side peopl« 
who had bet on his chances looked sick, 
fof the Dane came back fast after a 
beating, and, forcing Britt to the ropes, 
was swinging rights and lefts at head 
and body as the bell rang. 


BRITT 
CAUTIOUS. 


This was the last time that Brltt threw 
hit) ^^.iMJue to tne winds. Kvidently act- 
ing on the advice from his comer as well 
as the advice of Gans. Brltt from that 
time on used his head at all times, and 
try as the Dane would, he could not 
force him to mix up at close-range fight- 


During the rounds up to the eighth the 
fighting was tha same, with the D-ine 
always coming and Britt slightly out- 
pointing him. 
\ 
In the eighth Nelson, apparently tired, 
slowed up and the round was the slowest 
of the fight. 
Britt was content to rest 
nnd stepped aiound the Uattler, using 
his left leads to good advantage 
He out- 
pointed tha Pane at least two to one 
and it waa the turning point of the fight. 
From that time on Britt was the bet- 
ter man. With the exception of the 
fourteenth round he had a good deal the 
better of the contest. 
In the fourteenth he seemed tired, how- 
ever, and many thought that, like all of 
Nelson victories, he would win by his 
opponent wearing himself out punching 
him. 
The fight from then on was one round 
a repetition of the other. Nelson kept 
trying to land the knockout punch ana 
was Being urged on by Nolan to keep at 
Britt. 
The plumber boy very cleverly 
out-stepped the very tired Nelson ami 
with the exception of the last two rounds, 
in which he saved himself, no doubt 
realising that he had the decision Well in 
hand, he beat the Dane at every move. 


BHITT SPftV AT FINISH. 


When the bell rang for the concluding 
round Britt toft his corner with hardly a 
mark on his face,, while the one time dur- 
able Dane toed the scratch with his face- 
puffed and sore and with blood coming 
from his mouth and nose. 
Britt saved himself until the last min- 
ute, when, after receiving the signal 
from his corner to open up, he did BO and 
as the bell rang for the end of the fight 
b,e had hia opponent all but out. 
Referee welsh did not hesitate to give 
the decision! to Brltt and 
the crowd 
cheered.* 
The cheering; was somewhat dampened 
by the pity and sympathy that went out 
to the great little fighter who had suf- 
fered defeat. 
As ne stood parltally 
dazed almost In his corner, he waa In- . 
deed a pitiful sight, and fighters may i 
come and fighters may go, but none will 
ever put up a gamer or more stubbornly 
fought contest than did the Battling Nel- 
son who last night was forced to take 
defeat from his old rival.

"I was not qprercome by the heat as was

TWO SMALL FIRES AT

Anrust 1.— The c«y totfay was 


theaceneof a stitke. movement ar- 


ccmpanled by violence. disorder wd 
death. Troops encountered the striker* 
to the center of town and thirty men 
were killed op wounded in thU fight alone. 
BuelneM la at a standstill. In spite of 
tae aggressive stand taken by the author- 
ities the disorders recommenced early to 
day. 


The strike is serious. It would appear 


to be the beglnnlnc of a bis; labor wai, 
and the workmen's unions are prepared 
for a long struggle. Tha immediate cause 
of the outbreak yesterd'iy was the course 
pursued by the police during the last sight 
days In making a large number of arrests 
in attempts to break up the un'ons. 


The principal socialist leaders have b*er 


thrown into Jail. The police have b^en en 
drastic In their maaiures against the 
unions that they have united the Social- 
ists. the Polish socialists and the Nation- 
alist parties, who have up to the presc-it 
time been waging a mercliesa war ace nn- 
l«nSed by daily murders 
«mOT»g them- 
selves. 


A general strike h.is been declared and 


the Socialists, Democrats and the. Polish 
Socialists have called out ."2,000. The Na- 
tionalists have been forced to Join the 
committee of amalgamated unions. 
Tin- 


committee has ordered that al! business 
in IxxUt caase. Stores have been told to 
close. The committee is enforcing its or- 
ders with armed men and several shop- 
keepers who refused to thut up have been 
shot 


Yesterday bands of laborers were s*nt 


out In the city to wreck street cars. This 
they did in a number of cases and later 
they used the cars as barricades from 
which to stone the police. 
During the 


calling out of the strikers one factory 
foreman and two ahop7te«pers were killed 
and two laborers were Mortally wounded. 


The disorders grew a«i the day wore on. 


At S O'clock in the afternoon the military 
force was mobilized, but there was no 
engagement with the 
workmen 
until >) 


o'clock last night. At this time the oppos- 
ing forces came together in the center of 
the town. The fighting was serious and 
prolonged. The workmen tired several 
hundred shots from automatic "pistols and 
did not disperse 
until they had been 


charged by the cavalry. At least thirty 
men were killed or wounded. 


Ambulances at once cleared the streets 


of the dead bodies. Among the doad wns 
a German subject. The town was patroller1 
last night by detachments of Cossacks and 
dragoons. 


This morning the troops started the 


electric cars again, but the passengers on 
board were attacked bv ganprs of work- 
men and a number of them were wounded. 
The strikers today began an attempt to 
force a cessation of work.
